MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT: Hanbooks for Troop Orientation 


1. Today advised me that Mr. Amory had 

mentioned the possibl^esirability of NIS production of unclassified 
handbooks for use in orientating troops to foreign areas, including 
phrase books which consist of foreign language phrases to be mem- 
orised by troops allowing them to thus ellicit the simplest kind of 
information from the indigenous population. 

2. With r egard to any work being done on handbooks, I 
advisedjj^flri^Hthat at present the NIS revision is designed to 
meet th^n^^^M psy-warriors and not troops in general and is 
strictly ajtevision and not the production of separate handbooks. 

I advised jjjalso that the unclassified area handbooks produced 
by ^^^Hfor contractors would probably not be suitable for general 
trop^se although this i^io^IA's decision to make. Further, the 
handbooks produced by^^HJHwould be even less of use to troops 
in general as they are classified. 

3. ^^Hadvised me that FDD was now beginning production 

of phrase b^S^^»r use by DD/F. He and I agree that this might be 
Of use to the services and tha t duplication of this particular effort 
might be undesirable. not Y #t «*P lored whether or not 

in the preparation of E and E studies anything along the lines of 
handbooks for general troop use or a phrase book or comb^^^^^ 
thereof was being prepared. He agreed to check this with JHHRH 
and I said I would check with OK to see whether or not FP was aware 
of any Defense need (JSAD) for subject handbooks. With these facts 
we might inquire of the Cairns- Wetter office as to what additional, 
if any, planning was being done in Defense to prepare such items. 
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
